The mayor also assumed control 
of the police force, ordered all sa- 
loons closed and the Seattle Times 
suppressed today and Sunday unless 
"proofs" are first submitted to him. 
The newspaper office was surround- 
ed by the police.

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Seattle, Wash., July 19.—Leaders of 


the Industrial Workers of the World 
and of the Socialist party cast up to- 
day the damage done last night when 
sailors from the Pacific reserve fleet 
and 
civilians wrecked

and

Workers of the World and the Social- 
ist party. 


Socialist leaders estimated that they 


suffered $1,800 loss in books and fur- 
niture. Industrial Workers estimated 
their loss at $1,000. The damage to 
the Penil Mission broken into by mis- 
take was not great. The sailors were 
in a very ugly mood and although sev- 
eral men were slightly hurt in fist 
fights, only one man required treat- 
ment.

Seattle, July 19—While the of- 
flcers of the Pacific fleet reserve of 
the United States, navy were danc- 
ing at 'the army and navy ball in the 
state armory late last night 
and 
early 
today, 
several 
hundred of 
their sailors and 
marines 
were 
marching through the streets of the 
city 
denouncing 
the 
Industrial 
Workers of the World and the red 
flag, sacking and burning Socialist 
and Industrial Workers 
headquar- 
ters and in their excitement demol- 
ished a 
Salvation 
Army meeting 
room, before learning that they had 
mistaken the place. 


The city headquarters of the mod- 
erate Socialists and the Radical So- 
cialists were sacked and the books 
and furniture carried into the street 
and burned. A Socialist news stand 
on the principal street corner was 
destroyed and the big meeting room 
of the Industrial 
Workers 
of the 
World in the southern part of the 
city was stripped of its belongings, 
which were thrown from a second 
story window 
and burned 
in the 
streets. 


The police offered no resistance 


to the rioters. Some of the officers 
said that all 
the Iroce 
was busy 


handling crowds attending the Gol- 
den Potlalch festivities and no re- 
serves was available to 
cope with 
the rioters. 


The hands of the cruisers Charles- 
ton and California were most num- 
erous among the 
sailors.

county faces the most serious situ- 
ation of recent years. 
Roughly 
estimated, 
it will re- 


quire an expenditure of $50,000 to 
replace the bridges, besides the ex- 
pense attached to the repair of the 
roads, some of which will require 
800 to 1000 yards of filling to re- 
store them to their normal condi- 
tions. 
County 
officials 
declare 
that 


there is no other way to meet this 
expense except by a bridge bond is- 
sue and steps will be taken soon to 
sell bonds for this purpose. 
According to 
a statement made 


by a county official 
today, 
more 
damage was done by the freshet fol- 
lowing the rains of the past -week, 
than was done in the floods of last 
March. 
The damage was confined 
it is said, to the smaller streams ot 
the county which were inadequate 
to carry off the large 
amount of 
water which fell. 
In some parts of 


the county, the storm assumed the 
proportions of a cloudburst. 
In one 
case, 
the Montgomery 


bridge in Madison 
township, was 


weakened

storm and carried away entirely by 
the storm of Tuesday night. 
The 


bridge is 33 feet long and is con- 
structed of steel, with 
a wooden

TERRORS OF 


THEJMIEAN 


Give 
No Warning of 


Their Approach In 


Thick Weather 


TRANS-ATLANTIC 
LANE 


Patroled by Uncle Sam's 


Vessels to Prevent Repe- 
tition of the Titanic Dis- 
aster—Reports of Cap 
tains. 
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Washington, July ]9.—Icebergs are 


the real terrorji of the sea, giving no 
warning of their approach in thick 
weather, and tSe only rational course 
for a navigator to adopt when his ship 
is in a fog in tb.eir vicinity is to stop 
and wait for thfe haze to lift. 


This, in effect, is the burden of the 
reports of Captains C. E. Johnston, 
and A. S. Gamble of the cutters Sen- 
eca and Mohawk which from April to 
July patrolled the trans-Atlantic lane 
of travel to prevent a repetition of the 
Titanic disaster. 


The only safe way to navigate in 


regions of icebergs, warned Captain 
Johnston is to atop 
during 
thick 


weather and to run very slowly on 
dark nights. 


He refuted the prevalent 
theory 
that a sudden 
Jlrop in 
temperature 


means the proximity of icebergs, and 
said little or no change in tempera- 
ture was noticeable. Owing to the 
blinding effect of a searchlight on the 
observer, Captain Johnston said 
he 


would not recommend its general use 
for a vessel under way. 


Icebergs, as 
generally 
supposed, 


cannot be detected with any degree of 
certainty by attempting to get an 
echo from a ship's whistle or bells, 
as, according to^ jlaptain Johnston, a 
perpendicular bgrg may give an echo 
from some directions, but a slanting 
face deflects the sound. About 90 per 
cent, of the Seneca's 
efforts to get 


echoes were futile. 
Captain Johnston 
advised placing 


the lookout at the outset of night and 
in thick weather, as low down as cir- 
cumstances would permit. On a very 
large ship he said, a lookout posted 
high on the vessel 
might have 
a 


poorer view on a very thick night. In 
some instances he found the bergs lit- 
erally covered with birds, principally 
murees, and on others there was not 
a bird in sight.

Washington, July 10. — [Special.] — 


The benefits of open discussion and 
consideration of important public ques- 
tions must be conceded in the light of 
all that has transpired since the Sixty- 
third congress assembled In special 
session. The Democrats in this con- 
gress have been following the same 
course pursued by all parties. They 
have held secret party conferences. 
They have considered the tariff and 
the currency behind closed doors and 
by so doing have been deprived of the 
advantage which public discussion 
gives to such questions. 


In adjustment of tariff rates and 


currency problems the reasons for 
changes of rates and adjustment of 
financial questions would be better 
understood if made public at the time. 
Senator Root when secretary of war 
once said that public discussion of all 
questions iu the newspapers was of 
great advantage to officials, for It of- 
ten showed them the way they should 
not go. The same would prove true in 
legislation. 


Th. Rule of Party. 


The rule of party makes secret con- 


ferences necessary. 
It was claimed 


many times that the Republicans made 
their tariffs in secret so that it could 
be explained to the men who made 
the rates just whom it was necessary 
to reward for campaign contributions. 
It has been claimed that the Demo- 
crats have to work in secret in order 
to adjust schedules so as to get votes 
enough to pass their tariff bill. 


But neither of these excuses apply to 


the currency. 
The fact Is that men 


make these bills in secret because 
they want party credit for the legisla- 
tion they enact. 


No Cloture In the Senate. 


Like all others who have attempted 


to secure cloture In the senate Senator 
Oweu of Oklahoma can make no bead- 
way. 
He finds himself almost alone in 


support of his own proposition. The 
fact has so often been demonstrated 
that a determined majority in the sen- 
ate can pass any measure it wants to 
pass that there is no real necessity of 
closing debate. 


Bills which are filibustered to death 


and bills which need cloture are those 
for which a majority would vote re- 
luctantly if they ever came to a vote. 
There are many measures for which 
there is a popular clamor and which 
have little support outside of a few 
men, 
but which would pass if they 


came to a vote because voting against 
them would mean loss of political pop- 
ularity.

What Make* Flowers Blue. 


Of all the many substances that are 


combined to make a flower, what la 
the particular one to which is due the 
blue, red or yellow color? 
Why, for 


example, are gentians blue and roses 
red, and .why has no one ever seen a 
red gentian or a blue rose? The chem- 
ist can tell us. Taking the plants that 
produce really bine—not violet—flow- 
ers, he considers which of their con- 
stituents Is peculiar to them. 
True 


blue exists In veronicas, salvias, ver 
benas, basil, solatium, penstemon, ne- 
mophlln. convolvulus, boiage, hound's 
tongue and in all the orders allied to 
the geutiuuaceae and compositae, but 
never In lupins, vetches, peas, gerani- 
ums, hollyhocks,, primulas, roses, bal- 
sams, flax. etc. All the blue produc- 
ing plants just named have a tannin in 
them which does not exist in the oth 
era. This Is called caffetannin. 
It Is 


found In coffee, but not in tea. Tea 
contains another form of tannin, which 
U the same as that which makes ca- 
mellias red.—Exchange. 


Caring Fur Hi* Health.

In winter wore fl\e or six coats when 
out riding and shed some of them as 
be became warmer.

Star* and Stripes In the 


The flag of thirteen stars and thir- 


teen stripes was adopted by congress 
on June 14. 1777. The stars were at 
first arranged In a circle, but a few 
years later were placed in rows. After 
the admission of Vermont and Ken 
tucky to the Union the number of 
stars and stripes was increased to fif- 
teen each on May 1. 17V»o. the law to 
that effect being signed by President 
Washington Jan. 13. 1705. The flag re- 
mained in that form through our wars 
with France, with Tripoli and with 
England, on the first voyage of nn 
American warship around Cape Horn 
and the Cape of Good Hope and in the 
writing of Key's,. "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." On April 4, ISIS. President Mon- 
roe signed the present flag law, and 
on July 4. 1818. the national ensign 
was made to consist, as at present, of 
thirteen stripes and of a number of 
stars equal to the number of states.— 
New York Tribune. 


Tanbark as a Fuel. 


Perhaps the most important of wastq 


fuels in the United States has been 
spent tanbark. A rough estimate would 
Indicate that this material generated 
a few years ago an amount of steam 
that would have otherwise required 
the yearly consumption of about 2,000.- 
000 tons of high grade coal. Yet this 
valuable fuel was at one time consid- 
ered a mere detriment and an expense 
to the leather Industry. 
It was dis- 


posed of by dumping- it into rivers, till- 
ing in waste ground and by making 
roads with it, often necessitating thu 
paying out of large sums for its dispo- 
sition. This strikingly illustrates a 
case of how the improvement of a fur- 
nace converted a hitherto supposed 
combustible into a valuable waste ftiel 
of 
the 
autocombustible class 
and 


shows how an enormous waste was 
converted into «tn equally great econ- 
omy.—Engine'ertng Magazine.

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 19—The 
program for the 
entertainment of 
the visitors to the 47th national en- 
campment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, IB being worked 
out 


with all 
possible dispatch. 
Many 
special 
features for 
the entertain- 


ment of the veterans and visitors 
are down on the program, among 
them being the "Battle Above the 
Clouds" reproduced 
In flre works. 
This spectacle will be the best of 
the week and will be visible from 
the 
entire 
surrounding country. 
Lookout mountain 
will be ablaze 


with flre works and the transporta- 
tion facilities will be adequate to 
the accommodation 
of the 
large 
crowd that is expected to witness 
the spectacle from 
a closer 
view 
'than the valley below. The incline 
railway and 
-the new surface 
line 
will be in operation, ferquent sche- 
dules being arranged for the occa- 
sion. 


Another feature in the fireworks 
line has been decided upon for Sig- 
nal point on Walden ridge north of 
Chattanooga. 
This point was used 
as a signal station by the 
Union 
army in 1863. It has been decided 
to have a large signal flre to blaze 
from this point every night during 
the encampment. This 
signal fire 
will be visible from a half dozen 
states. 
A modern 
hotel has 
just 
been completed near Signal 
point 


and this will be filled with distin- 
guished guests during the encamp- 
ment. 
Trolley lines and 
automo- 
biles will convey passengers from 
the city to the mountain 
in thirty 
minutes, giving them an opportun- 
ity to enjoy the mountain secenery 
and climate at reasonable cost. 


The Tennessee river flowing with- 
in a few hundred yards of the bus- 
iness districts of the city, will offer 
pleasures in the way of boating and 
motor boat 
races, 
with 
possibly 


flights 
of 
hydro-aeroplanes. 
The 
Tennessee river at Chattanooga of- 
fers to the lover of scenic beauty 
delightful entertainment. 
Nowhere 
in the country is finer scenery to be 
found, consisting of mountain, and 
plain, and both placid and turbulent 
waters.

Miss Marian Lumley 


. Talks Equal Suffrage 
./ 
at Columbus Park 


Columbus, July 19.—Miss Marian 


Lumley in a brief address at Olentan- 
gy park under the auspices of the Co- 
lumbus Equal Suffrage association, 
last night said: 


"It is because women have no voice 


In public matters that the home is 
tottering so rapidly. It is ridiculous 
to think that the home will be broken 
up by merely giving the women some- 
thing to say about city housekeeping. 


"There is not a public question be- 


fore the country that does not con- 
cern the women as much as men. 
women, as well as men, are held re- 
sponsible for being their 
brother's 
keeper." 


Miss Lumley followed ex-Mayor 
Marshall's address. Mr. Marshall de- 
clared : 


"Equal suffrage will not take women 
out of the home, but will have a ten- 
dency to place them back into tne 
home, from which industrial condi- 
tions already have taken them." 


"Women should have the privilege 
so that they may vote to make it pos- 
sible for them to return to the home. 


"The opposition to equal suffrage is 


due largely to prejudice. But if you 
begin to enumerate the reasons why 
men should have the right to vote, 
you will find that every argument ap- 
plies with equal force to women." 


Miss Lumley Is a former Newark 


woman and is well known to many 
Newark people. She was 
formerly 


bookkeeper in the Griggs store and is 
now bookkeeper and secretary to Dr. 
Baldwin, a noted physician and sur- 
geon Of Columbus. She attended the 
high school alumni banquet here in 
June and recently spoke before 
the 
girls of the Newark Y. W. C. A. She 
has interested herself in the work of 
the Y. M. and Y. W. C. A. and has 
given the suffrage 
question 
close 


study for a number of years.

performed by some of the boys or 
the girls, the girls learning the house 
work. 


Superintendent 
Harvey Orr and 


wife, of 
the 
institution, personally 


conducted the reporter through all of 
the grounds and the buildings where 
the children were seen in their daily 
routine. One little boy, Bobby Baker, 
on perceiving a stranger in the build- 
ing, rushed from his comrades to the 
reporter with extended hand begging 
to be introduced. He then artfully 
engaged the reporter in conversation 
for a brief period and finally led the 
listener to the burden of his story, 
"I wish you would take me home with 
you." On being questioned ho bravely 
replied that he was happy there with 
his playmates, but would like to have 
a real home. He said that his mother 
came to see him once on the street 
car. 


Tragic and pathetic is ihe case of 


a little blind boy. with a remarkably 
bright mind. 
This little 
fellow of 


only eight years, lost the sight of both 
eyes in early babyhood. In the school 
season he attended 
school 
for the 


blind in Columbus and upon being in- 
lormed that there was a newspaper 
man in the vicinity he stated that he 
would like to have it put in the paper 
that he was a lover of music and was 
yearning for a mouth harp. His am- 
bitiin, as he expressed it upon being 
quizzed, was to be a "Sunday school 
church preacher." 
He finds his way 


all around without any assistance and 
stated "I am the happiest boy in this 
school." 


All last 
Thursday 
afternoon 
the 


children had the time of their lives at 
the grounds of the Country club when 
the .Methodist picnic was held. 
Every 


Sunday all the children walk to the 
East Side Methodist 
church 
where 


they 
attend 
Sunday 
school. 
This 


plan, which has been recently inaugu- 
rated by Supt. Orr gives 
them 
the 


opportunity for a change ot environ- 
ment and also the privilege of social 
contact outside of the institution. An 
outing is now being planned for the 
children at the city play ground on 
Eleventh street in the 
near 
future 


where they will have exclusive sway 
for the day over the grounds and the 
swimming pool which will be their 
delight. 


The most pathetic fact of the home 


is that 40 per cent of the children are 
the offspring of divorcees. 
Fitly per 


oent of the mothers are dead and only- 
throe are real orphans. 


Many of these children are bright 


and happy and Supt. Orr states that 
11.any of thorn would be the willing 
recipients of a home and that all have 
boon trained so that they are accus- 
tomed to making themselves useful. 
Obedience is the rule and any flagrant 
\iolation of any of the discipline is 
almost unknown. All live as one vast 
family among tho beautiful and health- 
ful surroundings.
